PREFATORY REMARKS. Prefatory 

Remarks. 

The Tables showing the number of persons committed, or bailed for offences, for trial at 
Assizes and Quarter Sessions, in the several counties and towns in Ireland in the year 
1860, with the result of the proceedings, have been furnished, as in previous years, by 
the Local Inspectors of the several Gaols, and are compiled from Returns made by the 
Clerks of the Crown and Peace, pursuant to 7th George IV., cap. 74, and from the 
records of the gaols. From the last-named source the age, sex, and state of instruction 
of the several persons on committal have been ascertained. 

The number of cases before magistrates and petty sessions, and the number of persons 
committed within the year (to the county and town gaols), for drunkenness, under the 
Act of 6 and 7 William IV., cap. 38, are inserted at foot of each Return, furnished by 
the Local Inspectors, and a Summary Table, showing the number of such in each county 
in the years 1859 and 1860 is given at page xxi ; but these numbers are excluded in 
the calculations contained in these remarks. 

From the Returns furnished by the several Local Inspectors the under-mentioned Sum- 
mary Tables have been compiled.

The number of persons committed for trial at Assizes and Quarter Sessions in 1860 was 
5,386, being a reduction of 8 - 16 per cent, on the committals of the previous year, viz., 

5,865 ; between 1858 and 1859 the decline was 7'02 per cent.

An analysis of the particular crimes included in each of those sections affords the follow- 
ing observations : — 



Class I . — Offences against the Person. 

The committals for “Murder” in 1860 were 37, while in 1859 45 persons were so charged. 
“ Attempts to Murder” were nearly alike in both years, viz., 3 in 1860, and 2 in 1859. 
“ Shooting-^ at, Stabbing, &c.,” increased from 57 cases in 1859 to 60 in 1 860. “ Conspiracy 
a ' s ? was sl^tly in excess in 1860, 5 persons having been sent for trial for 
this offence against 3 in 3859. “Manslaughter” fell from 302 in 3859 to 91 in 1860. 
“ Concealing Births of Infants,” on the other hand, exhibits an increase over 1859, viz., 41, 
against 26 in the previous year. Offences against female chastity, taken collectively 
during 1860, viz., 89, were considerably under those of 1859, in which year they amounted 
» Abduction” afforded but a return of 1 case in each of the years 1859 and 1860. 
Bigamy fell from 9 in 1859 to 5 in 1860. “Assaults” also in 1860 afford a much 
smaller number of committals, viz., 1,488, than in the previous year, when they numbered 
1,776 ; but, on the other hand, “ Assaults on Peace Officers in the execution of their 
duties increased from 77 in 3859 to 81 in I860. 



Class II . — Offences against Property committed with Violence. 

In this section the crimes which exhibited a noticeable decrease during 1860, compared 
with the previous year, are, “Burglary,” 89, against 95; “ Breaking into houses and 
stealing, 15, against 24 ; and “ Taking and holding forcible possession,” 149, against 162. 
On the other hand, the returns for I860 show an increase over those in 1859 under the 
following heads, “ Sacrilege” 6, against 4 ; “ Robbery” 61, against 58 ; “ Robberv of arms” 
3, against 1 ; and ‘ Stealing in Dwelling-houses” 8, against 2. 



Class III. — Offences against Property committed without Violence.

Class IV . — Malicious offences against Property. 

Offences coming under this category during 1860 exhibit, with one exception, a remark- 
able decline in comparison with 1860 Arson, capital,” “Setting Fire to Houses, 
■ TOBn 1 ? ,?s?iv pts t0 eommlt same, giving a return of but 23 committals against 49 
teen in” Knlmg and Maiming Cattle” but 3 persons were committed for trial in 
18 , 0 , and 5 in 18»9. “Sending Letters threatening to Burn Houses” also shows a 
faUmg-off compared with the previous year, viz, 1 against 4, and “Other Malicious 
Offences declined from 28 in 1869 to 2 in 1860. The crime which in this class exhibits 
an increase during 1860 was “ Attacking and Injuring Dwelling-houses,” the return being 
12 committals against 4 in 1859. °

PREFATORY REMARKS. 



Class V. — Forgery and offences against the Currency. 

The committals for offences included under this heading exhibit little alteration from 
the previous year — the several classes of Forgery giving a return of 12 committals against 
13 in 1859, and offences against the Currency fell from 60 cases in 1859 to 50 in 1860. 

Class VI. — Offences not included in the above Classes. 

The following offences in this section exhibit an increase of committals over 1859 : — 
“Prison-breaking,” 8 against 6; “Rescuing Prisoners,” 5 against nil; “Perjury and 
Subornation of Perjury,” 24 against 11 ; “ Administering Unlawful Oaths,” 4 against nil ; 
“Offences to raise Wages,” 10 against 8 ; “Rescue, and refusing to aid Peace Officers,” 
154 against 126; and “Indecently exposing the Person,” 18 against 11. On the other 
hand, the committals during 1860 were under those of 1859: for “Riot, Breach of Peace, 
and Pound Breach,” 560 against 630; “Keeping Disorderly Houses,” 5 against 10; 
“Unclassed Felonies,” 76 against 127; and “ Misdemeanors unclassified,” 183 against 222.

The convictions in 1860 were 2,979, or 55'31 per cent, of the committals, viz., 5,386. 
It appears by the following Table, that the convictions per cent., in 1860, were somewhat 
above those in 1857, 1858, and 1859, but below the proportion afforded by the returns

Of the 2,407 persons not convicted in 1860, in 530 cases there were no prosecutions ; 
in 604 instances no bills were found ; 1,156 persons were declared not guilty on trial ; 93 
were bailed and not tried ; 12 were found insane on arraignment ; and 12 persons acquitted 
as being insane. 

Insane Offenders. 

Of the 24 persons found insane, 2 were charged with murder, 1 with attempt to murder, 
1 with assault with intent to ravish, 9 with assaults, 7 with larceny, 1 with setting fire to 
a house, 1 with riot, and 1 with an unclassified misdemeanor.

It appears from these calculations that the falling off in female crime in 1860 was much 
less in proportion to their number than that of males, whilst in 1859 compared with 1858 
the females declined 12-31 per cent., and the males only 5-23 per cent. In 1858 the male 
committals were 13-74 percent., and the females 8'67 percent, under those in 1857. 
Between 1856 and 1857 male committals increased 7 -08 per cent., whilst .those of females 
declined 12-48 per cent.

It appears from the following table that the committals for trial in I860, included a 
proportionally higher number of persons who could “ read and write” than in any year 
from 1853, viz., 29’97 per cent., save in the previous year when they amounted to 30 - 37 
per cent. ; the per centage of those who could “ read only’’ in 1860, was 13 - 78 per cent., 
and that of those who could neither “ read nor write” was 34-16 per cent, of the committals.

These Tables exhibit the gratifying fact of the continual decline in juvenile prisoners, 
i.e., prisoners not exceeding 16 years of age ; in 1855 they numbered 556 males and 175 
females, in 1856, 384 males and 130 females, in 1857, 376 males and 111 females, in 1858 
233 males and 69 females, in 1859, 203 males and 70 females, and in 1860, but 142 males 
and 59 females.

In the undermentioned counties the committals of 1860 exceeded those of 1859, viz., 
Wexford, 46; Armagh, 44 ; Tyrone, 37 ; Kerry, 36; Galway, 35; Donegal, 31; Wick- 
low, 25; Cavan, 24; Longford, 24; Meath, 19; Waterford, 1.1; Louth, 10; Dublin and 
Queen’s, 9 each ; and Drogheda, 2. 



In the cities and towns, with the exception of Cork and Waterford Cities, there were 
reductions in the number of committals, in 1860, compared with 1859. 

With reference to sexes, the highest proportional number of male committals, in 
1860, occurred in Kildare, viz., 1 in 516 inhabitants; whilst the lowest occurred in Water- 
ford County, namely, 1 in every 2,116. On the whole of Ireland the proportion of male 
committals was 1 in every 799 of that sex, whilst in females the proportion was as low as 
1 in every 2,419 ; ranging, however, from 1 in 9,301 in the County of Louth to 1 in 1,147 
of that sex in Longford County.
